WEEKLY LETTER 

COOLING MILK AND 

CREAM ON THE FARM 

Milk as it leaves the udder of 
a healthy cow normally contains 
very few bacteria, but bacteria 
multiply rapidly in warm milk 
and soon cause souring or other 
undesirable fermentation. No 
matter how healthy the cow, 
how dean the utensils or how 
lanitary the methods employed 
iround the dairy or milk house, 
nilk wil 1 soon deteriorate in 
:oled. Rapid and thorough cool- 
luality if it is not etfectivel / 
tog of both cream and m ; lk is 
?scsential for best results. Who! 3 
“nilk should be cooled immediat- 
sly after milking and cream as 
son as possiblq after it is separ¬ 
ated. The temperature being 
lowered rapidly and kept low 
enough to check bacter i a l 
growth. Bacterial growth is 
dowed down considerably when 
the temperature is kept belo.v 
■>0o F. 

To rapidly lower the temper- 
iture of milk to a point between 
I tOo and 50o F., it is almost nec¬ 
essary to use ice. Mechanical re 
rigeration may be used, but as 
this is not often available ice is 
lie best cooling agent for lower 
nf the temperature of milk to 
he required point. However, to 
)c efficient, ice must be used in 
conjunction with water and not 
•vitli air. Cold air has a much 
ower cooling efficiency tha.i 
rater of the same tenq>eraUiro 
;o whole milk or cream will be 
gradually cooled under cold air 
onditioiis cold or ice water wil! 
milk more rapidly and thereby 
lower the temperature of tho 
•improve its keeping qualities. 

The usg of ice-cold water or 
water with ice in it as a cooling 
igent is most satisfactory. 
/Vhen the utensil containing the 
milk or cream is placed in a 
tank of ice and water, the tem¬ 
perature is lowered rapidly and 
maintained at a low enough 
point to retard bacterial growth 
and fermentation. The size of 
the tank or vat to lie used will 
depend upon the amount of milk 
or cream to be cooled. Approx¬ 
imately four gallons of water 
with four pounds of ice added 
foi; each gallon of milk or cream 
to be cooled is considered to lie 
adequate. Frequent stirring of 
both the milk and the cooling 
liquid during the coling jieriod 
will increase the rate of cooling 
and so prove beneficial. Care 
should always be taken not to 
mix warm milk or cream witn 
that which has already been 
cooled. 

Cleanliness is essential in the 
production of milk and cream, 
but rapid and thorough cooling, 
which may be secured by the 
use of such cooling agents as ice 
and water is a most important 
factor in maintaining the qual¬ 
ity.

REPORT NO. 1 

Taking into account the pre¬ 
cipitation that occurred last fall 
in the months of August, Sep¬ 
tember and October, and the 
rains that have fallen this year 
from the 1st of April to May 
27th, and weighting for wheat 
acreage, the moisture condition 
of Alberta on May 27th was 
100 p.c. of the normal as com¬ 
pared with 104 for the previous 
week; for Saskatchewan it was 
95 p.c. as compared with 8 <», and 
for Manitoba it was 88 p.c. as 
cobpared with 91 lfor the prev¬ 
ious week. 

Taking the three Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces as a unit, the weighted 
average on May 27th was 90 p.c. 
°1 the normal as compared with 
92 at the same time last week 
and 74 p.c. at the same time last 
year.

“Multiply that borrowing of 
mine, my use of tbe money, my 
repayment and my profit, by 
many borrowers, day after day, 
anti you see what is happening 
as a continuous revolving pro¬ 
cess throughout ibe year in the 
business woiId. ’ 

A farmer borrows for seed, 
cultivation or harvesting; a 
fisherman borrows for bait, boat 
or wages; a manufacturer bor¬ 
rows against raw materials be¬ 
ing fabricated, to pay wages to 
finish and market bis goods— 
but none of these borrows ex¬ 
cept in tbe hope of profit to 
himself, in supplying the needs 
of others. 

Hanking is not mysterious, 

A farmer's co-operative mar¬ 
keting organisation uses bank 
credit so that the farmer may 
get cash for Ids crop at the 
elevator without waiting for it 
to reach Liverpool. 

A merchant borrows from tbe 
bank and is enabled to pay bis 
bills early, lake advantage of 
discounts, and pass part of bis 
saving on to bis customers. 

A small farmer with 20 hogs 
borrowed $50 for feed, paid 
$1.75 interest and was enabled 
to s<dl bis bogs for $100 more 
than lie would have got on an 
earlier market. Ilis net profit 
w as $ 18.75. That is an authentic 
case. Here is another: 

A hog-raiser on a large scale 

J taid $100 interest on a loan for 
red. lie writes us that be made 
a net profit of nearly $2,000. 

These are instances of the 
kind of services bank credit, ex¬ 
changed for individual credit.

\> hat is money ? 

Coinage, Bank of Canada 
notes, bank notes, deposits. 

(.bartered banks now issue 
their notes up to a legal limit of 
85 per cent of their paid-up 
capital. Yearly this is being re- 
du'*cd and the right of note- 
issue as steadily vested in the 
Bank of (Canada. 

A chartered bank's notes are 
tbe first charge on its assets. In 
case of trouble they must be 

1 >aid off before a single cent can 
>e paid on deposits or on any 
other debts owed by tbe bank. 
To make doubly sure that notes 
will be redeemed, earb bank 
pays into a fund held by the 
Minister ol Finance, an amount 
of cash equal to five per cent, of 
tbe average of its bank notes 
outstanding. This is called the 
‘Bank Circulation Redemption 
Fund.*' The total of this fund is 
available for tbe purpose of re¬ 
deeming tbe outstanding notes 
of any hank. 

Notes of tbe Bank of Canada 
are money—legal tender—cash 
—that Bank's notes anil de- 

f osits are hacked (April 30, 
038) by 53.37 per cent, of gold 
and silver bullion and foreign 
exchange. 

Notes of tbe chartered banks, 
too, arc money—their promises 
to pay; every dollar backed by 
more than twenty dollars of 
assets. T hey are redeemable, on 
demand, in cash. 

Your deposit in a chartered 
bank also is money—you can 
buy things with it. It arose from 
your labour, production and 
thrift. It is redeemable in cash. 
It is tbe measure of your real 
wealth. You may make pay¬ 
ments by cheque upon it. When 
your cheque goes through tbe 
Clearing House system, it must 
be met ny tbe bank on which it 
is drawn. Anv balances as lie- 
tween banks have to be settled 
in cash daily.
